c)  To  provide  opportunity  for  out¬ 
standing  athletes  to  pursue  world 
standards  of  performance  and  to  provide 
for  empirical  research  into  the  require¬ 
ments  of  excellence  in  selected  sports. 

To  supplement  recreation  opportu- 
ies  for  members  of  the  adjacent 
community  by  providing  and  promoting 
ppropriate  programmes  on  a  regular  basis 
_n  co-operation  with  the  City  of  Toronto, 
Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation. 

To  supplement,  where  possible, 
opportunities  for  the  Toronto  athletic 
community  to  use  University  facilities 
training,  competitions  and  special 
demonstrations . 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  all 
program  areas  on  the  St.  George  campus, 
lntercolleg,iate  program.,,  and  any 
recreational  athletic  programs  which  are 
administered  on  a  university-wide  basis. 

The  Council  exercises  its  powers  and 
duties  under  the  University  of  Toronto 
Act,  1971  as  amended.  These  powers  and 
duties,  subject  where  necessary,  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governing  Council, 
include: 

1)  To  serve  as  the  authority  for  policy 
on  all  fitness,  instructional,  inter¬ 
collegiate  and  recreational  programmes 
within  its  responsibilities. 

2)  To  serve,  by  virtue  of  its  represent¬ 
ative  nature,  as  a  medium  of  information, 
communication  and  co-ordination. 

3)  To  recommend  the  Department's  annual 
operating  plan,  including  the  allocation 
of  funds  to  programme  areas,  for  approval 
by  Governing  Council. 

4)  To  determine  policy  regarding  the  use 
of  the  facilities  administered  by  the 
Department. 

5)  To  recommend  the  fees  to  be  levied  in 
support  of  the  Department  for  approval  by 
Governing  Council. 

6)  To  determine  the  criteria  for,  and  to 
award  prizes  and  awards  in  recognition  of 
athletic  achievement. 

7)  To  exercise  final  disciplinary 
authority  over  its  members  insofar  as  use 
of  the  Department's  facilities  and

UofT  hosts  CIAU  Swim  Meet  March  3-5

Many  prospective  Olympians 
will  be  on  display  in  the 
Athletic  Centre  pool  March  3, 
4  and  5  when  the  UofT  plays 
host  to  Canada's  best  at  the 
1988  CIAU  men's  and  women's 
swimming  championships. 

Elimination  heats  start  at 
10:30am  each  day  with  no 
admission  charge.  Each 
evening,  the  finals  start  at 
6:30pm  and  tickets  are  53. 

The  top  170  swimmers — 85 
men  and  85  women--at  the 
university  level  will  be  here 
and  many  of  these  athletes 
will  earn  a  coveted  place  on 
national  Olympic  teams  later 
in  the  year. 

Olympic  candidates  from 
UofT  include  Blair  Hicken,  who 
competed  at  the  1987  World 
Championships;  Marco  Cavazzoni 
(1987  World  Student  Games), 
Tarek  Raafat,  Linda  Gardiner, 
Karin  Helmstaedt  and  Kim 
Smy 1 ie ( 1987  World  Student 
Games) . 

In  addition,  Varsity's 
Mar ie-Therese  Armentero  and 
Andrea  Maechler  are  likely  to 
represent  their  native 
Switzerland  at  Seoul. 

Arch-rival  Calgary  features 
1984  Olympians  Tom  Ponting  and 
Rob  Cbernoff,  plus  Sara 
Prisby,  Gary  Vandermeulen  and 
the  UK's  Suki  Brownsdon. 

Hopefuls  from  UBC  include 
Turlougb  O'Hare  and  Kevin 
Drazinger.  The  Victoria  roster 
includes  1986  CIAU  Swimmer  of 
the  Year  Jon  Kelly,  Serge 
Score  and  Marie  Moore. 

Alberta  is  also  strong  this 
season,  thanks  to  the  presence 
of  Scott  Plowers  and  Donna 
McGinnis. 


Laval's  Claude  Lamy,  the 
current  Canadian  record-holder 
in  the  50m  freestyle,  is 
having  an  impressive  Season 
and  will  duel  against  Hicken 
in  the  freestyle  sprints. 

Ex-Blue  Paul  Yelle,  now  at 
Ryerson,  hopes  to  represent 
Barbados  in  Korea. 

There's  no  question  that 
the  quality  of  the  university 
championships  has  improved 
significantly  since  UofT  last 
hosted  the  CIAUs  in  1984.  As 
one  example,  the  now-retired 
Ale*  Baumann  set  a  world-best 
time  in  the  400IM  at  last 
year's  meet  in  Halifax. 

Blues  coaches  Byron 
MacDonald  and  Neil  Harvey 
predict  that  Varsity's 
successful  fall  training 
program  indicates  many 
exciting  races  will  occur  next 
month. 

"Many  of  the  swimmers  are 
preparing  for  the  Olympic 
trials,  so  they're  gearing  up 
for  1 i f etime-oest  swims,"  said 
Harvey.  "Fans  can  expect  some 
very  fast  races,  as  the  hype 
of  an  Olympic  year  always 
pushes  the  swimmers  to 
stelljar  performances." 

The  currently  number-one 
ranked  Lady  Blues  are  strongly 
fvoured  to  defend  our  1987 
national  title,  as  last  year's 
powerhouse  team  has  returned 
even  stronger  than  ever  with 
the  addition  of  IMer  Linda 
Gardiner . 

On  the  men's  side,  top  spot 
will  be  up  for  grabs  as  Blues 
battle  some  very  tough 
competition  from  the  Western 
provinces.  The  Varsity  men 
have  never  finished  lower  than 
second  at  a  CIAU  meet. 


"Our  strongest  opposition 
will  definitely  come  from 
Calgary,"  says  MacDonald. 
"However,  the  rest  of  the 
country  has  also  improved  by  a 
large  margin." 

Blues  captain  Tarek  Raafat 
adds,  "It  will  be  a  tough 
meet, as  second  through  fifth 
places  will  be  very  close. 
We're  confident  our  rookies 
will  come  through  with  some 
upsets." 

Blues  frosn  include  Bernard 
Volz,  Craig  Stroyan,  Rob 
Bertelink,  Pierre  Berube, 
Neel  Harrington  and  Brian 
Petri. 

Women's  co-captains  Deanne 
Weber  and  Mary-Anne  Runge 
stressed  the  Blues  advantage 
of  swimming  in  their  home 
pool . 

“Our  thoughest  opponent 
will  be  Calgary,"  said  Weber, 
"out  we're  really  ready  and 
look  forward  to  a  lot  of  home 
crowd  support." 

"Swimming  in  a  familiar 
pool  is  also  a  big  help," 
added  Runge,  who  noted  that 
the  Athletic  Centre  50m  pool 
is  regarded  as  the  fastest 
university  pool  in  the 
country. 

The  Varsity  women's  lineup 
features  the  largest  and  most 
successful  group  of  in 
swimmers  in  the  country.  Blues 
talent  and  tradition,  plus  the 
Olympi c-cal i bre  performers 
from  the  rest  of  the  country 
should  combine  to  produce  an 
unforgettable  weekend!

For  graduating  Varsity 
Blues  seniors  Eric  Orscbel  and 
Riek  Traugott,  the  conclusion 
of  the  0  U  A  A  regular  season 
later  this  month  is  a  time  of 
mixed  emotions.  Both  23,  they 
are  on  the  verge  of  leaving 
behind  their  lives  as  UofT 
students  and  intercollegiate 
athletes. 

A  Scarborough  native,  Eric 
Orschei  joined  the  Blues  in 
1984-8  5  as  a  5"9  '  ,  1701b 

winger  with  great  speed  and  a 
quick,  accurate  shot. 

He  enjoyed  a  productive 
rookie  season,  netting  18 
goals  and  25  assists,  but  the 
next  season  a  serious 
concussion  threatened  to  bring 
his  competitive  hockey  career 
to  a  premature  end. 

Eric,  who  prides  himself 
on  maintaining  a  high  level  of 
physical  fitness,  fought  back 
courageously  and  has  made  a 
significant  contribution  to 
Blues  scoring  output  during 
the  past  two  seasons. 

Head  coach  Paul  Titanic 
calls  him  "a  very  coachable 
player  who  always  gives  an 
honest  effort."  Says  the 
coach,  "Eric  is  a  very 
dedicated  athlete  who  keeps 
himself  in  great  condition  and 
is  very  strong  for  his  size." 

A  private  individual  and 
outdoor  enthusiast,  he  enjoys 
canoeing  and  camping  with 
fiance,  Jean.  Eric,  an 
honours  PHE  graduate,  hopes 
to  embark  on  a  teaching  career 
following  graduation  in  May 
from  tho  Faculty  o£  Education. 

In  contrast,  Rick  Traugott 
has  thrown  himself  into  many 
aspects  of  university  life. 

When  not  at  the  rink,  the 
fifth-year  University  College 
student  majoring  in  applied 
mathematics  and  American 
studies  is  usually  found  in 
committee  rooms,  as  he  serves 
on  the  UofT  Athletics  Council 
and  several  of  its  standing 
committees . 

"I  enjoy  being  a  part  of 
what's  going  on  in  the 
University,"  he  says.  “Some 
outsiders  say  UofT  is  too  big,

Next  season  Rick  embarks  on 
a  new  career  as  a  Junior 
Master  and  hockey  coach  at 
Trinity  College  School  in  port 
Hope. 

Orschei  and  Traugott  will 
be  playing  key  roles  during 
the  next  three  weeks,  as  Blues 
have  seven  games--with  four 
being  in  Varsity  Arena — that 
will  determine  their  playoff 
future. 

The  month  starts  with  the 
weekend  home  ice  pair  against 
RMC  (Feb. 5)  and  then  Queen's 
(Feb.  6),  the  bottom  teams  in 
the  East  Division.

other  coaches  had  been  more 
persistent. 

ra  I  suppose  that  I  could 
have  had  more  playing  time  if 
I  had  chosen  another  school, 
but  I  decided  that  I  would 
learn  more  about  how  basket¬ 
ball  should  be  played  at 
Toronto." 

"They  came  at  a  difficult 
time  for  a  rookie,"  admits 
Belanger.  But  they  both 
•orked  hard." 

"All  rookies  are  out  to 
prove  themselves.  That’s 
natural.  Anna  had  a  hard  time 
because  she  had  to  work  almost 
twice  as  hard  at  a  lot  of 
things.  Nicki  had  a  hard  time 
adjusting  to  the  calibre  of 
varsity  basketball  after  being 
exposed  to  so  many  other 
developmental  programs." 

Both  girls  stuck  it  out 
though  and  have  progressed 
during  their  years  here. 

Belanger  remembers  some 
"very  good  playing  minutes" 
from  both  girls  off  the  bench 
but  both  got  a  little  bogged 
down  in  their  third  year. 

“Anna  came  to  see  me  and 
asked  why  she  isn’t  playing 
more,"  said  Belanger.  "We  sat 
down  and  went  over  every¬ 
thing.  She  went  out  and  worked 
even  harder,  improved  her 
fitness  level  considerably  and 
practised  diligently  during 
the  summer.  It  paid  off.  Last 
year  she  was  a  starter,  and 
this  season  she  is  both  a 
starter  and  a  co-captain.” 

Good  for  Brozic.  Not  so 
good  for  Berswick.  in  spite 
of  a  great  tryout  and  what 
looked  like  a  hot  season,  a 
major  ankle  injury  in  October 
1986  stopped  Nicki  cold. 

"It  really  set  her  back," 
recalls  Belanger.  "she  had 
such  a  good  tryout  and  then 
hurt  herself  in  October.  She 
was  in  a  cast  for  six  weeks 
and  then  her  therapy  seemed  to 
take  forever." 

And  this  year?  Both  are 
starters,  but  with  different 
styles  of  play. 

11  Anna  plays  smart," 
explains  Belanger.  "She  knows 
her  limitations,  but  she 
doesn't  let  that  stop  her 
either.  In  spite  of  her  size 
she  does  her  job  and  she  can 
guard  almost  anyone. 

"Nicki  has  a  very  accurate 
shot  for  a  big  player.  Post 
players  don't  usually  shoot 
that  well  from  a  distance  of 
15  or  16  feet." 

Although  Belanger  is  the 
first  to  point  out  that  both 
girls  differ  in  personality 
and  playing  style,  she  notes 
some  similarities. 

“They’ve  both  given  100% 
at  practices  and  are  very 
committed  to  the  game.  Anna 
is  now  a  very  versatile  player 
as  both  a  forward  and  a  guard, 
while  Nicki' s  post  moves  have 
really  progressed.  Nicki  also 


provides  some  leadership  on 
the  team  this  year.  She  has  a 
calming  effect  on  the  rookies 
and  is  always  positive  on  the 
bench . " 

Nicki's  shoes  will  be  very 
J>ar.d  tp  fij.1  and  it  can.',fc..be 
done  right  away,"  the  coach 
says.  "Her  biggest  asset  is 
that  she  has  good  eyes  and 
anticipates  well.  She's  not 
afraid  to  gamble.  It's  rare 
for  someone  her  size  to  be  so 
quick;  we've  been  lucky." 

Both  Anna  and  Nicki  have 
learned  a  great  deal  from 
their  experiences  with  the 
Blues  and  both  want  to  include 
basketball  in  their  future  in 
some  capacity.  Anna  is 
planning  to  attend  the  Faculty 
of  Education  next  year  and 
Nicki  is  considering  coaching, 
although  she  eventually  wants 
to  do  some  graduate  work.

Blues 
Veteran 
has  cause 


The  key  factor  that  has 
ignited  the  Blues  to  power¬ 
house  status  this  season  has 
been  the  return  of  guard  Fred 
Murrell  after  a  two-year 
absence. 

In  his  only  previous  full 
season  with  0  of  T  (1984-85), 
Murrell  thrilled  OUAA  fans 
with  performances  that  earned 
him  first-tea  rs  All-star 
status.  This  year  has  seen 
Fred  raise  his  game  to  an  even 
higher  level,  carrying  a  huge 
portion  of  the  Blues  scoring 
and  rebounding  load. 

Murrell  has  been  the 
team's  leading  scorer  20  times 
in  22  games  1  Averaging  almost 
28  points  a  game,  Murrell  has 
scored  30  or  more  points 
eight  times  so  far,  including 
35  in  Blues  92-57  victory  over 
York  on  Jan  .  29  th  .  His 
showcase  games  were  43  and  40 
point  outbursts  against  Brock 
and  UBC  in  tournament  play 
during  November. 

At  his  present  pace, 
Murrell  would  score  336  points 
in  the  12  league  games, 
sufficient  to  eclipse  Dave 
West’s  U  of  T  single  season 
mark  of  314,  set  in  1963-64. 

Having  always  been  a 
deadly  shooter  from  2-point 
range,  Murrell  has  returned 
to  OUAA  play  at  a  perfect  time 
for  someone  with  such  outside 
accuracy,  as  the  3-point  shot 
is  now  in  its  second  season  of 
implementation.  Fred  has  sunk 
as  many  3-pointers  as  the  rest 
f  his  teammates  combined, 
shooting  at  a  staggering  61% 
(39/64)  rate. 


"I  feel  that  the  major 
factor  this  year  is  that  I 
have  been  playing  with  a  group 
of  athletes  who  realize  their 
own  strengths  and  weaknesses,” 
says  Murrell,  “in  past  years, 
this  team  had  an  abundance  of 
talented  individuals  who 
subconsciously  tried  to  carry 
the  load  ’by  themselves  when  we 
were  in  trouble.  This  year, 
we  are  all  playing  within 
ourselves  and  making  personal 
sacrifices  so  that  no  one  is 
trying  to  be  the  sole  man 
playing  the  piano,  so  to 
speak." 

The  4th  year  Dentistry 
student  and  Oakville  native 
has  been  contributing  in  more 
ways  than  just  scoring.  An 
aggressive  hunger  for  the  ball 
has  helped  him  garner  five 
rebounds  per  game,  an  out¬ 
standing  average  for  a  guard. 

"The  difference  with  Fred 
this  year  is  not  so  raueh  that 
his  skills  are  better,  but 
rather  that  he  is  using  his 
skills  more  effectively," 
suggests  assistant  coach  John 
Robb.  "He  has  matured 
significantly,  which  has 
allowed  him  to  play  much  more 
patiently  than  before. 

"The  team  chemistry  is 
such  that  Fred  is  fitting  in 
well,  displaying  considerable 
leadership  on  the  floor.  He 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  work 
with  and  should  figure  to  be  a 
legitimate  contender  when  it 
comes  time  for  the  CXAU 
All-Canadian  selections  to  be 
made."

became  a  team  captain  with  the 
Argos,  and  a  player  rep.  The 
latter  role  didn't  endear  him 
to  the  team's  management,  Eben 
says.  "i  became  persona  non 
grata,"  he  remarks,  enjoying 
the  incongruity  of  this 
decidedly  academic  turn  of 
phrase  in  such 
contest .

Each  year,  hundreds 
participate  in  a  wide  .

This  year  marks  the  debut  of  three  new 
awards  for  participants  in  the  CO-ED  program 
organized  by  the  Recreation  Section.  The  new 
awards  reflect  the  purpose  of  the  program, 
that  "everyone  who  takes  part  is  a  winner". 
The  first  group  of  awards  are  directed  at  the 
student  who  has  taken  part  in  numerous  CO-Ed 
activities,  regardless  of  how  well  they  or 
their  teams  performed. 

A  student  who  amasses  7  "participation 
points"  in  one  year  will  receive  a 
Participation  Certificate  and  CO-ED  Seal.  A 
graduating  student  who  has  averaged  7  points  a 
year  throughout  their  university  career  is 
eligible  for  a  "Special  Co-ed  seal."  To 
receive  credit  in  the  form  of  points  for  any 
activity,  a  participant  must  have  played  in  at 
least  half  of  the  games  scheduled. 

There  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  people 
who  might  win  these  participation  awards; 
nowever,  only  two  U  of  T  CO-ED  participants 
will  earn  the  new  Trophy  honoring  outstanding 
per  forma nee. 

Each  college  or  faculty  may  nominate  up  to 
two  individuals  who  have  demonstrated 
qualities  of  leadership  and  good  sportsmanship 
in  CO-ED  sports  in  any  or  all  of  the  following 
capacities:  athlete,coach,manager , college/ 
faculty  representative,  or  recreation 
assistant  (convenor) .  The  final  selections  of 
the  two  winners  will  be  made  by  the  CO-ED 
Sports  Committee  in  March. 

The  third  new  award  is  the  STEWART-' 
WODEHOUSE  AWARD.  It  will  take  the  form  of  a 
banner  to  be  presented  to  the  college/  faculty 
which  demonstrates  the  greatest  enthusiasm  for 
CO-ED  sports,  in  terms  of  participation 
numDers  throughout  the  year.  Points  will  be 
awarded  to  each  college/faculty  solely  on  the 
basis  of  participation,  rather  than  success. 

The  race  to  determine  which  college  really 
na=  the  cast  CO-ED  spirit  promises  to  go  right 
down  to  tne  wire.
